2. Chair's Remarks 


Dean Parker addressed some of his remarks to the question of 
the role of Faculty Council as an academic body within Fine Arts. 
Council makes academic decisions on behalf of the Faculty and 
makes recommendations to University Senate and to the Dean of the 
Faculty. As well, Faculty Council can provide a forum for the 
discussion of issues brought forward by individual faculty 
members. He would like to see Faculty Council taking a more 
active role in providing guidance and leadership vis a vis the 
academic life of the Faculty. Discussion is needed around this 
issue as the Faculty of Fine Arts moves into the 1990's. 


With respect to Montreal’s 350th Anniversary in 1992, 
Concordia has formed a University-wide committee that will accept 
and vete proposals brought forward by departments who may wish to 
participate in Montreal's celebrations. There is money available 
from the City of Montreal and from the University for this 
purpose and it is expected that the Fine Arts will be well 
represented during these celebrations. 


Dean Parker announced that a conference on the future of 
Concordia has been planned to take place on Friday, March 30th 
titled; "The Future of Concordia - The Legal, Moral, and Ethical 
Liability of the University in the 1990's". This conference is 
open to all full and part-time faculty and staff of the 
University. 


3. Question Period 


Kevin Austin asked whether a Faculty Copyright Committee had 
been formed. Dean Parker replied that Fine Arts had not formed 
such a Committee and that he would look into it. 


4. Undergraduate Curriculum Proposal No. 37 


(Mackay, Spensley) “moved the approval of Curriculum Committee 
Report No. 37 - Undergraduate Curriculum Proposals 1991-1992" 


Asst.Dean Barbara MacKay noted the following changes to the 
Report; Delete from Report No. 37 - PTNG 440 Collage/Assemblage 
and FFAR 350 Multidisciplinary Practice in Fine Arts. 


This 77 page Report was reviewed page by page and editorial 


changes made to the various curriculum recommendations. In 
addition questions were raised about the new course in Theatre 
entitled PROD 413 Production V. Further discussion was needed 


and it was suggested that a recommendation for this course be 
brought forward in April. 


The question was called and the motion approved as follows; 


"Fine Arts Faculty Council approves Curriculum Report No. 37, as 
revised"
